For the purpose of fishing, a resident is defined as 
a person who has resided in Ontario for a period of 
seven consecutive months during the twelve months 
immediately preceding his application for a licence. 

A holder of a Quebec angling permit, either resi- 
dent or non-resident, is deemed to be a resident of 
Ontario when angling in the waters of Division 12. 

A non-resident must have a licence to angle in 
Ontario. The non-resident angling licence is valid 
for the entire season, The non-resident three day 
licence is valid only for the three consecutive days 
shown on the licence. It is an offence if an issuer 
fails to complete a licence or if an angler uses a licence 
which has not been fully completed at the time of 
purchase. 

A non-resident under the age of seventeen years 

may angle without a licence if he is accompanied by 
a member of his family who has a licence, but the 
fish which he takes shall be a part of the catch 
limit of the holder of the licence.

OTHER MEANS OF FISHING 


All fishing by means other than angling must be carried 
out between sunrise and sunset, except for the taking 
of smelt. 

A dip-net used as described below shall not exceed 
six feet by six feet if angular, or six feet in diameter 
if circular. (The use of a larger dip-net is restricted to 
the holder of a commercial dip-net licence.)

It is not permissible to sell, offer for sale, buy or barter 
any maskinonge, brown trout, aurora trout or Atlantic 
salmon taken from Ontario waters.

sturgeon may not be sold, offered for sale or barter, 
except under the authority of a licence.

Anglers should be aware that numerous fish sanc- 
tuaries have been established in Ontario for specific 
management purposes. There are approximately one- 
hundred such closures, as indicated on the map. 
ranging in size from entire lakes to portions of lakes, 
bays and streams. The period in which all fishing is pro- 
hibited varies with the purpose of the sanctuary—it 
may be for the entire year, for alternate years, or for 
specific periods each year. Complete descriptions of the 
sanctuaries are available at Department of Lands and 
Forests offices.

FISHING MAPS 


Ontario lakes and streams are being surveyed to deter- 
mine their present and potential capability to produce 
fish, wildlife and recreation. An added benefit to this 
program for the angler is the production of lake con- 
tour maps and management information. The maps are 
lithographed on water resistant paper and include de- 
tails of the following: physical data, origin of name, 
lake characteristics, fish species present, angling oppor- 
tunities as well as access and facilities. Each map in 
this series costs 50 cents plus tax. Contact the District 
Office for further details. 
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Any fish which is suitable for food must not be de- 
stroyed or permitted to spoil.

No person shall have a spear in his possession on, 
‘or within one hundred feet of the edge of any river, 
lake or stream, except as outlined above. 

The use of a spear gun for the taking of fish is 
prohibited. 

Antficial lights must not be used for taking fish. 

Dynamite or other explosive material must not be 
used for taking or destroying fish. 

Snagging is prohibited. A gaff may be used to land 
fish which have been taken by angling, but it is an 
offence to fish with or be in possession of a spring 
gaff, a baited or unbaited snagger, or a snare capable 
of taking fish on or within one hundred feet of any 
waters. 


EXPORT AND TRANSPORT 


A non-resident may on leaving Ontario take or export 
his lawful catch of one day’s limit. 

No person shall transfer within Ontario or export any 
fish taken by angling that are skinned, cut or packaged 
so as to make it impossible to identify the fish or deter- 
mine their number or to determine their length if size 
limits are applicable. A piece of skin (2") for identifica- 
tion as to species, and packaging to permit easy count- 
ing, will save the angler inconvenience, Several fish 
should not be frozen into a solid block. 


IMPORT AND TRANSFER 


No live fish or spawn may be brought into Ontario, or 
transferred from one body of water to another, without 
the consent of the Minister of Lands and Forests. 


MARKED FISH 


In most of Ontario, anglers are apt to catch fish that 
have been tagged or fin-clipped by department per- 
sonnel. All hatchery fish of fingerling and yearling size 
are now fin-clipped or tagged before release. Anglers 
re requested to forward fish tags and details of fin- 
clips to any office of the Department of Lands and 
Forests, together with information respecting the kind 
of fish, its length or weight, where caught, and the date, 
Such information helps to determine the movements, 
ate of growth and abundance of fish, and the success 
of our restocking program.
